A  ?'ul<den  dlepatoh  to  the  Aeahl  oays  that  Mr.  Hayashl, 
Consul-Ooneral  at  Mukden,  aooonpanTad  by  Mr.  Horloka,  a 
Consul,  visited  Mr.  Tsan^,  head  of  the  Liaoning  Governmont, 
and  opened  negotiations  in  connection  with  the  case  In  whloh 
Captain  Nakeunura  and  three  others  were  murdered  by  Chinese 
troops. 

At  this  Interview,  cays  the  dispitoh,  the  Japanese 
Oonsul-'leneral  narrated  the  faets  of  tho  case,  after  which 
he  asked  Kr.  Tsang  for  speedy  measures  to  bo  taken. 

In  reply,  Mr.  Tsang  said  that  he  had  not  received  any 
report  rogardlng  tho  matter.  If  the  incident  was  ouch  as 
had  been  dssorlbed,  he  was  very  sorry,  He  then  promised  to 
send  a  oommioolon  to  the  spot  to  make  inquiries,  and  order 
the  military  authorities  to  oomplete  all  Investigations 
within  a  woBk, 

In  view  of  tho  grave  nature  of  the  incident,  saye  the 
message,  tho  results  of  tho  Chinese  Investigation  and  the 
attitude  to  be  adopted  by  the  Chinese  authorities  are  watched 
with  oonslderabl©  interest  locally. 

Connsontlr.g  on  the  affairs,  tho  Osaka  Asahl  expresses 
Indignation  and  urges  Mr.  Hayashl,  tho  .Tspaner.s  Consul^ 

General  at  Mukden,  to  take  the  matter  up  vlgoiously  with  the 
local  Chinese  authorities,  so  that  It  nay  be  settled  In  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  Japanese  nation.  Captain  Hoksaura 
Shlntaro,  who  was  In  tho  Interior  of  Monohurla  on  a  tour  of 
Inspection,  had  been  nlaslng  slnao  tho  end  of  June,  and 
Inquiries  disclosed,  ns  has  Just  been  offtolally  announced 
by  tho  mlllt'’.ry  .■'.uthorltles,  his  shocking  end.  During  his 
Inspection  trip,  tho  Captain  was  arrested  by  Chinese  troops 
and  then  shot.  Ho  was  actually  arnod  with  a  p-r.ssport  and 
his  nationality  w?.8  recognisable  at  a  glance.  The  gravity 
of  tho  crime  Is  heightened  by  tho  fact  that  hlo  murderors 
w<’re  tho  Chinese  troops  whose  duty  It  Is  to  maintain  poaos 
In  the  locality  and  to  protect  the  Inhabitants  from  harm. 

In  the  faoo  of  these  facta,  It  Is  obvious  that  the  Chinese 
authorities  cannot  escape  resiwnsiblllty.  The  methods  used 
In  putting  the  Japanese  officer  to  death  were  cruel  to  a 
degree.  After  subjecting  him  to  all  sorts  of  indignities, 
they  murdered  him  and  Incinerated  hla  body,  purl: hiip://www.icgai-ioois.org/doc/a9c845/ 

No  mattor  what  excuse  the  Chinese  authorities  may 
advance-  the  Asahl  proceeds,  there  was  no  warrant  whatever, 
under  the  treaty  existing  between  the  two  countries,  for  the 
Chinese  authorities  to  have  acted  In  the  matter  In  this 
arbitrary  manner.  It  Is  particularly  regrettable  that  the 
Chinese  committed  such  a  horf^bls  crime  at  a  time  when 
negotiations  for  the  abolition  of  extraterritoriality  are 
about  to  enter  on  an  Important  Stage.  The  present  affair  Is 
much  more  serious  than  the  Thobu^n  ease.  The  Osaka  Journal 
declares  that  It  must  strongly  oondmen  the  Chinese  outrages 
against  a  Japanese  soldier  In  the  name  of  the  Japanese  people.
